Green or Dried Fodder for Stock. 


From a close observation in the feeding 
of stock, continued through many years, 
we have been irresistably compelled to ques- 
tion the correctness of popular opinion in| ‘ 
claiming superiority for grass and other 
similar fodders in a green or natural state, 
as stock fodder, over the same article minus 
its water, or in a dried state. 
tion we have stood quite alone, but could 
not yleld thé point without evidence difter- 
ent from what was gzined on the feeding 
floor with fork in hand. 

The last annual report of the Pennsy)-|‘ 
vania Experiment Station 
record of a comparison in feeding ¢flects of 
green grass and the same in a dried state. 
The experiment was planned and the work 
conducted by Prof. H. P. Armsby, Director 
of the station, and well known as the 
author of Manual of Cattle Feeding, assisted 
by Wm. H. Caldwell, B. 8., as farmer. 
Dr. Armsby started out in his experiment 
with the full knowledge that the prevalent 
impression among farmers was that drying 
diminishes very materially both the digest- 
ibility and the feeding value of grass or 
clover. When, however, exact digestive 
experiments came to be carried on it was 
found that simple drying had no effect on|! 
the digestibility of the grasses. This has 
been proved over and again so that it is no| stud: 
longer a question. The claim was stil! 
held, however, that though this might be 
80, yet in practice animals were able to get 
more of results from the green fodder, and 
that therefore such material had a greater 
nutritive value in consequence of its succu- 
lence. The experiments were instituted to 
determine this point. Owing to the great 
amount of labor and time requisite for the 
proper carrying on of such an experiment, 
it was found impossible to use more than 
one animal, though it is admitted that a 
larger number would have given additional 
value to the experiment.
